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“Without the break-up provided by the Chinese impacts, the rise 
of the eighteenth century Enlightenment in the form it took is 
unthinkable.” This is the conclusion at which The Editor arrives 
in his article on China and the European Enlightenment, after a 
detailed review of Chinese influences on Europe. 


If F. C. S. Schiller’s own delightful article be taken as an 
example of what philosophy can be, there can be only one answer 
to his question Must Philosophy Be Dull? 


According to Professor Bonno Tapper, of the Department of 
Philosophy of Iowa University, Eugene O’Neill’s World View re- 
flects the sickness of our age. As such it is not so much a finished 
literary product as a half articulate cry which must be understood 
psychologically. “O’Neill’s man does not look toward any other 
world for help or assistance. .. . He is his own God.” Consequently 
his characters are “—at least for those who have looked into the 
abyss—like fumbling players on the stage of life who have in their 
hands the script of the play, but who do not understand the mean- 
ing of the script.” 


In discussing The Personalistic Shift in Psychology, Professor 
William Stern, the German Personalist, makes clear the difference 
between the abstract “person” of traditional psychology, and the 
concrete person, who includes in his essential nature all phases of 
human life, natural, social and cultural as well as individual. 


Writing In Praise of Plotinus, Professor B. A. G. Fuller con- 
trasts the exalted monism of the great pre-Christian mystic with 
the characteristic dualism of the Christian world-view. Had Chris- 
tianity “followed Plotinus’ leading, it might have preserved to the 
enrichment of its spiritual life much of the Greek heritage of 
nature-worship now lost beyond recall.” 


Edgar Lee Masters and Twentieth Century Prosody is the title 
of William Van Wyck’s current article in his series on literary 
figures. According to him, Masters’ claim to distinction lies in his 
realistic rendering of the drab dullness of his middle western world. 


The publication of Agnes Kendrick Gray’s poem Horace is par- 
ticularly fitting at this time as this year is the two thousandth 
anniversary of his birth.
